ANDREW  BOYCE-He  was  a  United  Empire  Loyalist  and  received  a  Crown  grant  of 
'\       lot  13,ConceEEion  3>Erne8town  Township. He  probably  died  about 
the  year  ISI9  for  on  April  22,1819  David  Buis  deeded  half  of 
Lot  13   to  Benjeunin  Buie.On  March  23,1623  Benjamin  Buis  deeded 
50  acres  of  Lot  13  to  Jamee  Abrams  and  on  March  13,1S2S  he  deeded 
the  other  50  acres  to  Jacob  Vancleek. 

Very  little  is  known  about  Andrew  Boyce  but  probably  David 
is  his  son  and  Benjamin  is  his  son. 

Andrew  Boice  resided  in  Ernes town-was  on  the  muster  roll  of  the 
Royal  Regiment  of  New  York. 
ANDRE1I7  BUIS  married  Betsy  Hortman  on  Dec,22, 1787. This  is  probably 
the  Andrew  Boyce  above, Betsy  Hortman  is  probably  Betsy  Hartman,
